Seven pounds 
of water equals a rainfall of one and 
three-quarter inches, consequently it 
would require an inch and a half of 
rain which was all absorbed by the soil 
lo restore the original moisture con¬ 
tent of the soil to a depth of one foot.

Farmers were also at work 
seeding, with a large percentage of 
stubbled land being seeded owing to 
the lateness of the searon and favor¬ 
able moisture conditions.

So closely inter-ielated are good 
crops and good times in Western 
Canada that the entire population con¬ 
centrates its attention on the weather 
during the growing season, says the 
Pool Budget'. The bulk of the grain 
crops are grown in Alberta and Sasr 
katchewan in regions of comparatively 
deficient rainfall. Even in the best dis¬ 
tricts the long term average is not 
much greater than 15 inches of rain¬ 
fall » year. This can be compared 
with 40 inches of rainfall over th( 
most of Ontario and Quebec and 58 
nehes of rainfall at^’ancouver. 

Of course the most important mois 
lure is that which falls during the 
growing season. Usually this is insuf¬ 
ficient to grow a good crop and so 
summer-fallowing is practiced and the 
rainfall of two seasons used to .grow 
one crop. 

The underground wat r which oc¬ 
curs at a greater or lesser depth 
through most of the prairies and fur¬ 
nishes supplies for wells, is of no val¬ 
ue to the crops unless it is within 10

tisking a confl.ct, the issue of which 
might have been doubtful. They ad¬ 
vocated “self determination” for the 
nations, but rail against Great Britain 
for trying to establish that principle 
in Spa n. Thew'aie opposed to allian¬ 
ces, but still clamour for ‘‘collective 
security” when the only method of 
getting it is-an alliance between Great 
Brita n and France, with the doubtful 
support of Russia, since the small na¬ 
tions are unable to do much towards 
their own security, and are loath to 
use such armed forces as they have for 
any purpose but their own individual 
defence. They still pin’ their faith to 
the League of Nations, but are half 
i.eaited or totally opposed to building 
up the British Empire into a really ef¬ 
fective League, which has been, and 
lor the future is likely to continue to 
be, the chief bulwaik of freedom and 
of democratic ideals. All their criti¬ 
cism is directed against Great Britain, 
which was ti e only power prepared to 
tisk anything for the League, and 
which, did go so far as to seriously 
c impromise her own prestige and po¬ 
sition as a world power in the effort to 
establish the League as the arbiter of 
international-law and justice. Truly it 
would appear to be a hopeless task to 
adopt any piactical foreign policy that 
would win the consistent support of 
peoole so. blind to facts and lealities.—

Export Trade Is 
’Highest Since 1930 

Canada’s export trade in the’fiscal 
year ending March ”1 was the highest 
since 1930, it was reported by the Do¬ 
minion bureau of statistics. 

Domes.ic exports totalled $1,070,- 
217,328, compaie t with $1,060,181,900 
a wear ago, an increaseof $9,035,422 or 
,9 Jjcr cent. 

Export of foreign produce totalled 
$14,600,920, compared with $13,062,31 1 
last year, an increase of $l,538,0(j0 or 
11.8 per cent. 

The increase in exports during the 
fiscal year was fairly general in com- 
mcdit.es, but there were heavy de- 
creasesin wheat and furs. Wheat was 
lown $107,188,300 and furs $4,506,028.

CALGARY’S RELIEF PROBLEM 

When Calgary city council recommended that a|l non- 
British strike leaders be deported, this was not a decision 
hastily arrived at. Canadian authorities in the matter ol 
relief, are extremely reluctant to bring up any matter of 
citizenship or to emphasize in any way the superior claims 
which native Canadians might have. | 

Canada’s open door policy which prevailed some years 
ago was a mistaken policy, inasmuch as it brought to the 
country many people urlable to cope with Canadian condi¬ 
tions, and many who were unadapted to the agricultural 
type of life which alone was justification for their entry. 
They flocked to the dties, to overload the demand for 
tradesmen, mechanics and unskilled labor. Even in prosper¬ 
ous times, many were perilously close to relief, and for the 
past seven or eight years have become an accepted charge. 
Undoubtedly also there were some who seht their eaynings 
out of this country as fast as their pay cheques came in. If 
they ceased wage earnrrrg they could be comfortably assur¬ 
ed that they would be provided for in a country where the 
slogan has been “no one must starve.” 

It is doubtful if there is one country in the world, with 
the possible exception of United States, where any Cana¬ 
dians are obtaining relief or being looked after as those 
from foreign countries are being looking after here. Cer- 
• tainl.v not in any part of Europe. And wages which were 
made in Canada over the last thirty years, have poured in 
an unceasing strain into countries across the ocean. In very- 
few parts of the world is this unhampered mailing out. ol 
money orders permitted. What is made or inherited in a 
country must be retained in that country^ 

It must be remembered that 75 per cent, of the taxpaying 
public of Canada are poor people, not greatly better off 
than those who are on relief, perhaps having in their make¬ 
up just a little more endurance and determination. But they 
pay taxes out of wages or income not much greater than 
the allotments of those on relief. If there has been any 
injustice hitherto, it has been in the imposition of tax bur¬ 
dens on those so ill able to pay. The trend of sympathy has 
been for those.demanding relief, not for those who provide 
relief. 

The city of Calgary has dealt generously with relief re¬ 
cipients.in.,the past, and it is known that the city has been 
grossly imposed upon by pe.ple entering from outside parts, 
and by sundry ingenious methods of chiselling. Inadequate 
though relief payments may be, these payments-edme to a 
large extent, from people whose circumstances are not very 
nuch better than those who are on relief. 

Moreover, it is evident that the unemployed body includes 
many who are enemies of Canadian forms of government, 
at the same time that they are demanding that Canada 
maintain them. Leniency and tolerance are sometimes not 
appreciated, and are misread as weakness. It would be in¬ 
teresting to know if thjs relief strike situation is purely a 
local inspiration or if it is stimulated by other forces antag¬ 
onistic to Canada and to Calgary city officials.

WHAT MAKES A LEADER 

The individual leader, the single dominating man, is more 
mportant to the world today than ever before. Some 
people used to say that in the ^maeh'ne age,” in the com¬ 
plex world of modern civilization, individual human person¬ 
ality would be submerged and lost. How strangely different 
is the situation on which we look! 

No group of people can by themselves alone achieve the 
best results. They must have someone at least to help them 
put their needs and desires into definite words and plan the 
way to attain them. 

What makes leaders?: Courage, I think, and some driving 
force; a vision of a goal; understanding of the minds and 
the emotions of the people one is to lead; the power to com¬ 
municate to them a vision of the goal and to sway theii 
minds and emotions toward it; - character, to make the fol¬ 
lowers trust their leader; and finally the divine spark, that 
indescribable personal charm or magnetism which stirs 
hearts to action. 

Today, in nearly all lines of life and work, we are short 
if good leaders. Train yourself for the effort. Get accurate 
knowledge of the facts - concerning the organization, the 
club, the team, itjs plans, ^ts problems. Have a clear and 


definite opinion of the goal it should seek. Learn to know 
the minds and feelings of your fellow members. Develop 
your powers of speaking and writing so that you can make 
them see this goal and want to seek it. Do not be afraid 
of' unpopularity. Steel your heart to courage, honesty, and 
unselfishness. If your followers find they cannot trust your 
word, they will follow no longer. If they discover that you 
prefer your own interests or ambitions over the goal or the 
I vision, they will turn away from you. 

We cannot all be leaders, of course. Most of us must be 
follow'ers. That is a grave responsibility, too, for we have 
to choose the right leader. We should make sure that ’.he 
goal he is aiming at is the one we want; that the vision he 
has is one that moves us to action. And if he abandons the 
vision and takes another course, then we must abandon him 
—American Magazine. 

NOT 13 YEAR OLD 

Although the famous “thirteen year old mentality” ini 
puted to the average^ Albertan was not intended as flattery, 
it seems that it was striking a 1 much higher scale than the 
average of us is entitled to. 

A good many people, observing the irrationalities which 
seem to seize the adults of this province, felt that “thirteen 
years” was entirely too kind. 

A high school instructor of Edmonton recently confirmed 
this conviction, and other educationalists have expressedj 
the opinion that the lady who so labelled the average Alber 
tan was very optimistic. 

The average thirteen year old citizen is - a fairly well bal¬ 
anced well-informed individual. His experience in the bat¬ 
tle of life may be limited, but within his ow’n sphere of ac¬ 
tivities and responsibilities he makes some very good de¬ 
cisions. He has a clear-cut idea of fair play and honest deal- 
ng. In fact his ideas on justice, good sportsmanship anfi 
the inevitable social laws, may be much simpler and more 
direct than thos^ of his adult parents. He dislikes alibis, 
and shifting blame on others. He stands up to what he has 
done. In short he has a code that is workable and honest. 
The pity is that he may not retain it through life, but may 
arrive at the befuddled stage which characterizes so many 
of his elders. 

He may not have the sweep of knowledge which educatjon- 
and experience should bring, but he has an open mind, cap¬ 
able of assembling and judging. He is freer of prejudice-ar 
a rule than a great many adults who look upon him as 
juvenile. ' ‘ 

Educationalists assert that at sixteen the mentality has 
reached full Capacity. There may be exceptional cases, but 
as a rule the mental power is fully developed at the age of 
sixteen and the youth is a pretty fair indication of the man 
Circumstances, moral influences, opportunities, education 
may all add their bif, but the potential ability is there. 

It is perhaps unwise of those who have attained middle 
age or old age to rest secure in the superiority merely of 
years. Age does not of itself bring wisdom or clear thinking 
or right decisions. It does not of itself bring qualities of 
character. Such attainment only comes through constant 
endeavor, and many a thirteen year old may be more de¬ 
pendable in his judgment than the adult of thirty-three or 
sixty-three. 

REDUCING OF BANK BRANCHES 

The Okotoks Review discussing the subject of banks and 
profits draws ah example from the bank branch at Okotoks. 
He says: ' 

j “The local branch, which may be accepted as a typical 
.one, besides its Dominion and municipal taxes paid in Pro¬ 
vincial taxes in 1936, $250. Last year this was increased to 
$750. This year if the recent legislation is allowed by the 
Dominion Government, and is not contested in the courts, 
this branch and similar ones will be asked to pay $1350. At 
that rate how many moreof these branches are going to 
pass the borderline between being an asset and liability and 
be closed in consequence. 

“So many people also have ?o little conception of the 
manner in which a bank makes profits or losses. They are 
not aware that most of what is knowh as the counter busi¬ 
ness of banks is done without any profit at all hut simply a: 
a convenience to the public. We have heard individuals glib¬ 
ly talk about being a customer of such and such a bank un¬ 
der the impression that they were giving a lot of valuable 
business ft) the bank. A few casual questions would prob¬ 
ably elicit the fact that they deposited $100 or $150 at-the 
beginning of the month and chequed it out before the end 
How anybody can imagine a bank making money out of 
such an account as that is something we cannot understnad. 
“A bank does make a certain amount in exchange on cheques 
and drafts. It also makes a profit on the difference between 
the sura it pays in interest oq money deposited in its saving 
branch and what it receives as interest on loans. The profits 
from these two sources are in many cases totally insuffic¬ 
ient to pay the expenses of a country branch ranging from 
$5000 to $15,000. The expenses of a branch like the local j 
one of the Royal Bank which has a staff of four and a jani¬ 
tor we should roughly estimate as about $10,000 a year. 

“The defiicit on the operating expenses of the smalle. 
branches is made- up by crediting them with their proper 
tion of the general profit resulting from the issues of cur 
rency.” * ’ •

Teachers Ask Assurance Re 
Second Glass Cert ficates 
From Dep’t; Unanimously 
Support Pensions. 

On the last day of the Teachers’ 
convention, a resolution asking for es¬ 
tablishment of pension funds was 
passed unanimously. 

The resolution provided that the act 
he based on a 1(H) percent membership 
of teachers in tVe Province and that 
one-sixth of amounts contributed to 
the retirement fund by teachers during 
the first five years of its operation be 
set aside to care for teachers now near 
the retirement age. This would affect 
about 6000 Alberta teachers. 

Second Class Teachers 

A resolution requesting that start¬ 
ing in September of this year holders 
of second Class certificates-be allowed 
to teach grades up to and including 
Grade Nine, provided they had suc¬ 
cessful experience in the higher grade, 
was adopted unanimously. Under pres¬ 
ent departmental ruling second class 
certificate holders may only teach up 


to grade eight. 

Salary Question 

In Response to several questions 
from the floor, John W. Barnett, Ed- 
jmonton, secretary-treasurer of the 
association, explained that in case of 
deadlock between the teachers’ organ¬ 
ization and the employing body it is- 
tl e duty of tehe government to ap- 
no nt a board to arbitrate the issue.

No Reduct'oh of Capital Stock 
During Hard Times, Immense 
Business. 


The co-operative movement in the 
United Kingdom has 8,000,000 mem¬ 
bers, an increase of 200,000 in 1937. It 
employs over 400,000 people. Its. as¬ 
sets total over 1,800 million dollars. 
Its retail saies last year were 1,250 
million dollars. 

The movement is primarily a mer¬ 
chandising organizat on. Its primary 
unit is the small retail shop, where 
The Woman with the Basket makes 
her small, day to day household pur¬ 
chases. But the business is so integ¬ 
rated that it dwarfs' every oilier or¬ 
ganization of its kind in. the world. 
Among other things it is a great man¬ 
ufacturing concern, employing nearly 
50,000 persons in its factories and 
workshops alone. It turned out 190 
million dollars worth of manufactured 
goods last year. It has tea plantations 
in the tropics and business connections 
all over the world. Its trading state¬ 
ment shows accounts with 15 Canadian 
co-operatives, including those at Kil- 
lam, Lloydminster, Melfort, Moose 
Jaw, Young, Landis and Davidson in 
the prairie provinces and Revelstoke, 
Nanaimo and Burnaby in British Co¬ 
lumbia. It has gieat banking and life 
insurance branches and is even in poli¬ 
tics to a limited extent. 

During the depression the member¬ 
ship showed no decrease. Sales went 
down, but much of the loss has -been 
restored and sales are now constantly 
growing. No reduct on of capital stock 
took place during the hard times. 
There are 800,000 registered members 
in Scotland, which represent about 3,- 
200,000 “mouths” out of a total popu¬ 
lation of less than 5,000,000. The 
policy is to sell as cheaply as possibly 
after labor and capital have their just 
due. Prices are not geared to those of 
the independent competitors. 

Under the pension scheme employees 
pay a shilling out of each pound earn¬ 
ed into the pension fund and retire on 
an allowance equal to half their av¬ 
erage income for the last three years 
of service. In no case do they get more 
than $1,000 a year retiring allowance 

There is an organization known as 
the English and Scottish Joint Co-op¬ 
erative Wholesale for joint action in 
the importation of tea, coffee, choco¬ 
late, rubber, oils and coconut. They 
own the tea plantations being operat¬ 
ed in India and Ceylon, though they 
produce only a very small percentage, 
of their tea requirements. 

Such is the great co-operative move¬ 
ment in England and Scotland as I 
saw it from the contacts made. Funda¬ 
mentally it is a social movement, with 
a social philosophy of its own. The

Isolation; Careless Use of 
Coal Oil or Gasoline; Faulty 
Chimneys, or Wiring 


There is often a particularly path¬ 


etic feature associated with a farm 


fire due to isolation. 

Chimneys are one of the most com¬ 
mon cause of farm house files, so that 
periodically the chimneys should be 
examined, tested for cracks, and clean¬ 
ed regularly. A good chemical fire 
extinguisher, or a pail, kept in readi¬ 
ness for purpose where the water sup¬ 
ply is handy, is a ready precaution to 
put out small fires before they get be¬ 
yond control. Where it is possible, 
however small the community, a fire 
department should be organized and 
the work not left unorganized to the 
ever-willing efforts of neighbors. 

The use of kerosene or gasoline to 
kindle fires or quicken a slow fire has 
been responsible nof only for many 
fires but also for many deaths on 
farms and just because there has nev¬ 
er been a fire on the farm, it is dang¬ 
erous to neglect precautions under the 
belief that the buildings will never 
take fire. Insurance gives an unwar¬ 
ranted sense of security, but insurance 
cannot give compensation for all the 
financial losses and it cannot replace 
loss of life. 

Extreme care should always be tak¬ 
en in handling and using gasoline. The 
gasoline containers should be tightly 
closed, painted a bright red, and lab¬ 
elled “gasoline.” 

One precaution is not to put wet or 
uncured hay in barns, nor to put dry 
hay in barns that have leaky roofs. It 
is also risky to smoke in or around 
these buildings. With regard to elec¬ 
tric equipment, it is dangerous to use 
fuses of too great amperage, and no 
article should be used in place of a 
fuse. 

Care should be taken to see that 
lightning rods remain properly ground
